"I have followed city business for the 
last nine to 10 years, very closely,” said 
Elinor Lefkowitz of her candidacy, ‘i ’ve 
learned a lot about the city’s problems ” 
She listed supplemental water as this 
area’s first priority “ because it takes so 
long to pursue a source of water. Our 
only course is to seek water within our 
own area ” The late councilman's 
widow pointed to ponding rain water in 
dry 
wells 
and 
construction 
of 
a 
Salsipuedes Creek dam as possible 
solutions 
Careful advance planning, she said, 
has been an occasional failing of the 
present city council She promised also 
to hold office hours at city hall two days 
per week if elected 
“ I want a new city hall very badly and 
I ve wanted one for 10 years,” she 
added 
Pointing to her background in business 
administration, she said "Ail my life I 
have been studying and practicing 
financial responsibility ” 
Answering her own question of why 
she is running for council, the candidate 
said: “ The day of my husband's funeral, 
people came to me and asked if I would 
take the job if I were appointed and if I 
would run. I hadn't thought of it before 
then. And I said yes." 
She added that she feels qualified for 
the post and that "I'm not running on 
anyone else’s reputation or platform I 
have a mind of my own.” 
Slapping the lectern to punctuate her 
remarks, Alberta Morgan prefaced her 
comments by saying, “ It's the fattened 
cat that gets led to slaughter.” 
Referring to her frequent appearances 
before the City Council, she told the 
audience; “ I found no one who was 
looking out for you people when you 
were getting ripped off with your 
utilities." 
The housewife 
scored the other 
candidates 
for 
not carrying

dedication to city government to the 
airwaves on radio talk shows as she has 
done for a number of causes.

“There comes a time when the agency 
must be able to stand on its hind feet and 
I think that that time is now,” he 
leveled. 
The base systems analyst said he 
thinks the money could have done more 
good by being put to work to set up an 
industrial park facility to attract new 
industry to the area to provide more 
jobs. 


“ I seek the highest office after 10 
years of successful work,” he pointed to 
his local committee, commission and 
youth sports program service.

Ford claims no room for 
compromise on energy plan 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford is hopeful the Senate will sustain 
his forthcoming veto of a bill delaying a 
new oil import tariff and feels there is 
no room for compromise on his energy 
program, a spokesman said today 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen, who 
described 
the 
President’s 
position, 
declined under continued questioning by 
reporters to predict specifically how the 
Senate will vote on a motion to override 
Ford’s promised veto 
“ The President is hopeful the veto will 
be sustained,” he said. 
Nessen also declined to say whether 
Ford would accept a $21.3 billion tax cut 
bill approved by the House Ways and 
Means Committee instead of his own 
proposal for a $16 billion rebate on 1974 
income taxes 
“ The President still feels his tax bill is 
the best,” Nessen said He added that 
Ford had no reaction to the House 
committee’s bill "except to say its 
taking an awfully long time” to get 
Congress to act. 
The bill which Ford intends to veto 
would create a 90-day delay in the new 
tariff which the President recently 
imposed on imported oil. The House was 
expected to vote to override the veto, 
but the outcome of such an effort still 
was in doubt m the Senate. 
Nessen said Ford still "plans to go 
ahead with the tariff increases” —which 
will amount to $3 a barrel by April 1. 
“ There can be no compromise,” 
Nessen said, referring to Ford’s efforts 
to discourage energy consuption by 
increasing prices. But he added that “ if 
the Democrats come up with a proposal, 
he (Ford i will look at it.” 
Following the lead of the House of 
Representatives, 
the 
Senate 
voted 
Wednesday, 66 to 28, to suspend for 90 
days the $3 a barrel oil import fee 
increase Ford ordered to start fuel 
conservation while Congress enacts his 


City entry sign 
problems revealed

The long prop red project of putting a 
city entry sign on a corner of Highway 1 
where it meets Highway 246 jumped 
comers last night at the Beautification 
Commission meeting. 
Mixe 
Kaufman, 
commission 
secretary, explained that the owner of 
the originally designated southwest 
comer “ has refused to respond to city 
letters and really doesn't want to talk" 
and that the proposed entry sign should 
be moved 
to the northwest corner 
across Highway 246. 
“ Generally the entry sign would be 
more visible from Highway 1 and 246” at 
the new corner, Kaufman said. 
In 1973, Architectural Arts of San Luis 
Obispo was paid by the city to design an 
entry sign in a landscaped area — 
complete with trees, concrete planters, 
greenery, and a sprinkler system. The 
estimated cost of the sign and its 
installation without landsacping was 
$2,000. 
Kaufman warned the commission that 
problems accompany moving the sign 
across the street in as much as the state 
plans to double the width of Highway 246 
into Lompoc and the installation would 
have to wait until that is done. 
Also, the newly proposed corner, 
across Twelfth Street from Ingrain 
Park, is mostly privately owned, he 
said, and it would have to be purchased 
by the city. 
As designed by Architectural Arts, the 
sign is 14 feet long and stands five feet 
from the ground. 
Commissioner 
Dave 
Schwark 
requested Kaufman to draw-up a plot 
plan in the new sign location and have it 
ready at the next commission.

That done, Ford’s strategy calls for 
Congress then to enact his economic- 
energy 
program 
—allowing 
for 
compromises with the Democrats. 
Key to White House strategy is Ford's 
conviction there exists among the public 
and in Congress growing support for 
getting action on an energy program 
that will make America independent of 
Arab and other foreign oil suppliers. 
Ford put it this way Wednesday after 
the Senate vote: “ I regret today’s vote 


but do not regard it as final. I believe the 
Congress will ultimately respond to the 
will of the American people and serve 
national rather than narrow interests ... 
I intend to veto this legislation.” 
Once Congress sends the bill to the 
White House, Ford has 10 working days 
to stamp his veto on it. He could spin out 
the whole 10 days to take advantage of

program. 
Ford expected the Wednesday Senate 
action. 
White House aides stressed the oil 


import tariff hike was and is not an 
energy program They call it a stop gap 
measure Ford fashioned to begin work 
on his goal of cutting U.S. 
fuel 
consumption by a million barrels a day 
and to give Congress time to enact a full 
program. 
Thus, according to White House 
thinking, the delay Congress wants is the 
delay Ford is giving them in the oil 
import tariff hike. His full program 
calls for a permanent $2 a barrel 
increase in import tariffs balanced by a 
$2 boost in taxes on domestic fuel 
production. 
Housing assistance plan asked 
to aid city vacancy factor

A proposed Housing Assistance plan 
requesting 118 
new or rehabilitated 
housing units for the city of Lompoc will 
go before the City Council for approval 
next Tuesday night. 
In order to qualify for a Community 
Block Grant of $704,000, the city must 
provide a housing assistance plan to be 
approved by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development at the federal 
level 
(HUD). 
The 
deadline 
for 
application for the grant is next week, 
according to City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers. 
In an effort to put its finger on the 
heart of the housing need in Lompoc, the 
Community Development Department 
has submitted a 60-page report on 
housing in Lompoc and the Lompoc 
Valley. This report was approved by 
City Council last Tuesday night. 
The Housing Element report points 
out that the city of Lompoc is presently 
faced with a 1.1 per cent housing 
vacancy rate — almost four per cent 
below the industry-wide standard of five 
per cent 
This means that only 1.1 per cent of all 
housing in Lompoc is vacant. Such a low 
percentage, according to the report, 
tends to restrict population movement 
in the area as well as housing selection. 
Despite the fact that authorities at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base expect 
around 350 single airmen now living in 
Lompoc to move back on base with 
completion of new dorm facilities in 


mid-August (maybe as early as July), 
Community 
Development 
Director 
Alvin Autry feels that 1.1 per cent is a 
legitimate 
figure 
and 
portends 
a 
problem for the area. 
“ It’s not in all that bad condition,” 
said Autry Tuesday night. But he 
admitted that the housing element 
shows that there is not a high quanity of 
either low to moderate or high income 
housing in the area. 
Since 1970 the Lompoc vacancy rate 
has declined from 5.4 per cent to the 1974 
level of 1.1 per cent. The entire valley 
has a present vacancy rate of 1.6 per 
cent 
Of over 12,000 occupied housing units 
in the Lompoc Valley, approximately 
eight per cent, 
or 
1,000, of the 
households are at or below poverty 
levels established by state and federal 
guidelines, according to the report. Of 
these 1,000, 25 per cent, or 250, are 
“ substandard” 
according 
to 
HUD 
standards. Among other things, these 
units may lack a toilet, a shower or tub, 
heating facilities or a complete kitchen. 
The 
greatest 
concentration 
of 
sbustandard housing, according to the 
report, is in two sections of Lompoc. 
One is east of “ H” Street to Seventh 
Avenue; from North Avenue on the 
north to Pine on the south. The other 
section is west of “ H” Street to “ O” 
Street; from Pine on the north to Ocean 
Avenue on the south. These two sections 
contain 97 per cent of the area’s 
substandard housing. 
Under 
the 
proposed 
Housing 


Assistance Plan, 68 of the requested 118 
new or rehabilitated housing units would 
go for housing elderly or handicapped 
persons. This figure was approved in 
1972 by the voters, according to Richard 
Mires, executive director of the local 
Housing Authority office. The units 
were never constructed due to a 
moratorium by the federal government 
on use of the necessary federal funds, 
said 
Mires. 
Though 
the 
Housing 
Assistance Plan requests 40 of these 
units to be newly constructed and 28 to 
be rehabilitated from the existing 
housing market, Mires stated that the 
Housing Authority plans to request 
federal funds for 68 new units. 
Hiough the city’s funds from the 
Community Development Block Grant 
would depend upon approval of a housing 
assistance plan, the funds to build or 
rehabilitate the 118 requested units 
would not come from the $704,000 
allotted the city, according to Mires. 


‘‘This 
has 
been 
a 
common 
misconception in Lompoc,” he said. 
“ Housing for the elderly is not going to 
take away money that could be spent in 
other areas.” 
Instead, these funds will be requested 
primarily under Section 8 of the United 
States Housing Act of 1937, a federally- 
funded program which provides for 
housing assistance payments to be made 
to the owner for housing units under 
lease by eligible families. 
As yet Mires had no idea what the cost 
would be for the 118 units. 
Motoring public to bear expense 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has decided to keep fuel prices 
down for utilities, commercial airlines 
and home owners at the expense of the 
motoring public. 
Regulations to be published in the 
Federal Register in the next 10 days will 
require refiners to boost prices on 
gasoline at an accelerated rate while 
holding down price increases on residual 
oil used for electric power generation, 
jet fuel, home heating oil and other 
petroleum products. 
All the increases will come gradually 
as the price of imported crude oil goes 
up If Congress adopts Ford’s full energy 
plan, an unlikely occurence, the retail 
price of gasoline would increase 12 to 14 
cents a gallon while heating oil would go 
up 6 to 7 cents, White House press 
secretary Ron Nessen said Wednesday. 
“ We are committing ourselves to 
gasoline tilt on prices,” Nessen said. 
The move was seen as a modest step 
toward accommodating critics of Ford’s 
energy program who have argued for 
rationing, higher gasoline excise taxes, 
allocations 
and 
other 
ways 
of 
discouraging energy waste by drivers. 
Under rules proposed last month by 
the Federal Energy Administration, 
petroleum refiners would have been 
prohibited 
from 
disproportionately 
increasing the cost of heating oil and 
other products —except gasoline —when 


basing 
prices 
on 
higher-costing 
imported crude oil. 
Now, in a small but significant change 
of emphasis, Ford is telling refiners 
they must pass through most of these 
higher costs into gasoline prices. 
The administration chose gasoline as 
a target not only because it may be the 
most wasteful energy factor but because 
demand for gas is thought to be highly 
“ elastic” —so a change in price should 
significantly 
alter 
the 
amount 
purchased. 
Force the price of gasoline up and 
motorists will cut down their driving 


and use less, Ford’s economic advisers 
believe. 


A White House spokesman said Ford’s 
goal of cutting petroleum imports by 1 
million barrels a day could be met if 
each of the nation’s drivers cut gasoline 
consumption by one gallon a week. 


The demand for heating oil, on the 
other hand, is relatively “ inelastic.” If 
fuel oil costs 30 cents a gallon or twice 
that much, home owners will probably 
buy about the same amount, at least in 
the short run, because there is no real 
alternative 
to 
keeping 
warm. 


Governors support tariff delay 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
governors voted by a large margin today 
to express their support for a 90-day 
delay of the tariff which President Ford 
has imposed on imported oil. 
Meeting in their national conference, 
the governors voted 28 to 12 in favor of a 
statement opposing the tariff. But this 
was short of the three-quarters majority 
the governors require to formally adopt 
a policy statement. 
Although the issue could arise again 
before the conference ends, the vote left 
the governors with no united policy on 
the tariff or the wider issue of energy 
conservation. 


Missouri Gov. Christopher S. Bond, 
chairman of the Republican Governors 
Conference, led an effort to defeat the 
proposed resolution. His initial effort to 
delete the tariff portion of the resolution 
failed by a 27-12 vote. 
Gov. Philip W. Noel of Rhode Island, a 
Democrat, spoke emotionally about 
what the tariff might mean to his 
constituents. Before leaving his state, 
he said, he had to find $100,000 in state 
funds to pay for oil “ to stop people from 
freezing to death in their homes.” 
“ Homeowners in Rhode Island are 
living with their thermostats turned 
down to 62 degrees,” he said.

d ev elo p m en t 
association and the Chamber of 
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Commerce 
“If the city did not support 
them — and really it’s not 
supporting them, it’s buying a 
service from them — then who 
w ould 
ta k e 
o v er 
th a t 
responsibility?” he questioned. 
The 
can d id ates 
w ere 
questioned on pending state 
legislation to legalize public 
employe strikes and require 
collective bargaining and, in 
some cases, binding arbitration 
between local government and 
employe labor groups. 
Mrs. 
Lefkowitz 
correctly 
identified the bill but told the 
forum: 
“The 
League 
of 
California Cities has endorsed 
the bill and has asked the city 
to 
endorse 
it 
as 
well.” 
Actually, the League is firmly 
opposed to the measure, has 
asked the city to oppose it also. 
The 
league has announced 
plans to field an initiative 
rescinding the bill should the 
state pass it, as expected. 
Valencia said he agreed with 
what Mrs. Lefkowitz had said. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz added that 
she doesn’t believe strikes of 
police and firemen should be 
legalized but that she approves 
of requiring local governments 
to sit down and bargain in good 
faith 
with 
public 
employe 
groups. Valencia agreed here 
too. 
Mrs. Morgan said she favors 
any requirement that local 
governments negotiate in good 
faith 
with 
public 
employe 
groups. 
Green said that he thinks 
c itie s 
are 
m ore 
a t 
a 
disadvantage 
in 
collective 
bargaining 
situations 
with 
employes than corporations. 
“You would find a city would 
be

said. He added that cities 
couldn’t 
endure 
strikes

personnel and said that a 
requirement

bargaining would place the city 
in a severe hardship because it 
would not be able to close its 
doors in a strike. 
When asked about the $1.15 
million, three-year spending 
program recommended to the 
city 
Tuesday

consultants, 
all 
of

candidates appeared to confuse 
it with a $1.8 million, six-year 
f e d e ra l 
C o m m u n ity 
Development 
Block 
Grant 
program the city is applying 
for. If the city follows its 
consultants’ recommendation, 
funds from the first three 
years’ entitlement under the 
federal grant program will 
form only a part of the $1.15 
million 
three-year 
plan. 
Revenue sharing funds and 
money from the city treasury 
would make up the rest. 
Speaking of the federal grant 
program, 
both 
Green 
and 
Valencia said they feel some of 
the funds should be spent on 
needed capital improvements 
to the city water system whicn, 
they said, would benefit all of 
the people and not just one 
segment. 
The City Council 
recently enacted a two-step, 
combined 80 per cent water 
rate increase to pay for the 
water system improvements. 
Mrs. Morgan said the council 
was remiss in not considering 
spending some of the federal 
grant funds for a youth center 
and for transportation for the 
elderly and crippled 
Mrs. Lefkowitz said that she 
realized 
that 
the proposed 
$500,000 new city hall being 


considered 
would 
be 
an 
ineligible use for the federal 
grant money and that this 
amount would have to come 
from city revenue sharing and 
treasury money.

That campaign 
which she feels was successful 
was followed by a burgeoning 
interest in school board affairs.

Program i ROP i 
was being organized and she 
says, “I decided I wanted 
something to do with it.” 
The school board race with 
three seats up for re-election 
appeared to be her opportunity. 
“ I wanted to get into a pretty 
powerful position as much as 
possible, in a position of trying 
to really get the ROP programs 
where they ought to be,” she 
said. 
“I had 
always been 
interested 
in 
school 
board 
affairs over the past year. ” 
Mrs. Morgan is 49. She and 
her husband, Eugene and son, 
arrived in Lompoc in 1962 She 
said she is a former school 
teacher. She was educated at 
the College of Steubenville, 
Steubenville, Ohio, according 
to her resume; at West Liberty 
State College, West Liberty, W. 
Va.; at Muskingum College, 
New Concord, Ohio; and at 
California State Polytechnic 
College in San Luis Obispo. She 
earned 
her 
bachelor 
of 
education degree at the latter 
school in 1963. 
In community affairs she has 
confined her activities to the 
organization, 
Citizens 
for 
Responsible Government. 
In an interview she denied 
she was attacking the present 
school system, but she was 
blunt in saying, “The students 
have no input on matters of 
curriculum.” She said, "The 
s tu d e n ts 
p u t 
o u t 
an 
underground newspaper last 
year and they view the schools 
as a penal institution because 
everything’s stuffed down their 
throats.” Then she continued: 
“And if you listen to the 
students you’d find out that we 
set up 
beautiful things, but 
they set it up and they say to 
the students, ‘here it is.’ ” 
Mrs. Morgan says she would 
correct these inadequacies and 
others with the creation of a 
“social action plan,” composed 
of 
students, 
teachers 
and 
parents. 
“Parents, 
teachers 
and 
students should each have their 
own organization and all three 
study the questions, get the 
problem to what they think it is 
and get together and solve it,” 
she said, "... it’s about time we 
recognize the taxpayer pays for 
it — he’s got the brains to earn 
the money, he surely has the 
brains to know how to spend 
it.” 
Mrs. Morgan is outspoken on 
a variety of questions affecting 
the schools. 
For example she feels the 
disturbances or fights which 
have been reported on campus 
are not racial in nature, but 
ra th e r 
are 
gang-related 
incidents. “I hear around the 
community, all schools are in 


need of some kind of program 
to alleviate gang fights,” she 
said. "...I feel it’s a matter of 
getting those students, finding 
out what their goals are and 
getting interested in them and 
they’re not going to be fighting 
the system, they’re fighting 
because ... you wouldn’t be

Cyanide 
found in 
building 


MARTINEZ (UPI) - "It 
would have been like dropping 
the pellets in the gas chamber ” 
except that it might have 
affected an entire city, a state 
agent said about what he found 
in an abandoned building 
Lt. Stanley DeSilva of the 
state Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment was talking Wednesday 
about three drums of cyanide 
he found in a widening pool of 
leaking sulphuric acid in a 
deserted building once used by 
a metal finishing shop 
The drums were already 
corroded and if the two lethal 
chemicals had mixed, it would 
have provided the combination 
once used to execute convicts 
in the gas chamber at San 
Quentin Prison 
Because a small boy was 
burned when he dipped his hand 
into a stream of green liquid 
flowing down a gutter, the 
tragedy was prevented 
"Hie unidentified youngster's 
parents telephoned a complaint 
to the Contra Costa County 
Health 
Department 
which 
called in the Fish and Game 
Department to handle what 
appeared to be pollution prob­ 
lem 
DeSilva and Warden Edward 
Simons traced the leak to the 
Brown 
& 
Brown 
Building, 
which formerly housed the 
metal finishing plant. Inside 
were 
the 
leaking 
vats 
of 
sulphuric acid, 200 gallons of 
which already had escaped into 
a 
gutter 
and 
on 
to 
San 
Francisco Bay

Chlorine 
dumped in 
straits 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (UPI) - 
Somewhere in depths of the 
Strait of Georgia, about 100 
miles off the northwestern 
comer of the United States, 
there are 340 tons of potentially 
deadly liquid chlorine 
Four rail cars carrying the 
poisonous liquid sank Wednes­ 
day in those waters, and U.S. 
and 
Canadian 
authorities 
today were still trying to find 
it. 
The officials said that, as of 
early today, none of the gas has 
been detected. The rail cars 
were being towed on a 168-foot 
barge which overturned. 
The liquid chlorine is under 
pressure inside special tanks. A 
rupture could release the gas 
and force evacuation of the 
Canadian communities of Tex- 
ada Island and Powell River, 
which are in the search area. 
Canadian officials said the 
rail cars 
were specifically 
designed 
for 
such 
deadly 
cargos as liquid chlorine and 
that it was unlikely the three- 
quarter inch steel outside shell 
would be broken. 
The 
U.S. 
Navy 
offered 
assistance 
with 
specialized 
equipment to raise the tank 
cars once they are found. A 
Pisces 
submarine 
equipped 
with 
lights 
and 
television 
cameras was readied to aid in 
the recovery operation. 
The depth of the water along 
the tugboat route ranged from 
200 to 1,000 feet. 
The skipper of the tugboat 
Chieftan III, which was towing 
the barge, said no one aboard 
saw the barge roll in the water 
—or even felt a jolt. 
Canadian officials ordered an 
investigation. 
Canadian Transport Ministry 
spokesman Des Allard said the 
captain of the tugboat had just 
come on watch at 5:45 a.m. 
when 
"he 
noticed 
it 
was 
going along slowly. He looked 
at the barge and saw it was 
overturned.”

Contributions from individu­ 
als would be limited to $100 per 
candidate. A $1,000 limit would 
be placed on groups, such as 
business associations and labor 
unions. 
Beilenson said he believed, 
“considering what is at stake, 
the cost is surprisingly small.” 
He was critical of huge 
campaign donations made dur­ 
ing this November election, 
accusing some big spending 
groups of investing in candi­ 
dates not just supporting them. 
Beilenson complained that 
public employe groups made 
big contributions in a year 
when 
collective 
bargaining 
legislation is certain to come to 
a vote, and petroleum compa­ 
nies made large donations at a

allowance was under attack. 


He also criticized teachers 
for donating $500,000 for the 
election “and they were up 
here this week lobbying for 
more money for schools, most 
for teachers’ salaries.”

Younger asks 
enforcement

Younger has called for in­ 
creased local enforcement of 
state laws which provide that 
physically handicapped Califor­ 
nians be given full access to 
public accommodations. 
Younger Wednesday said he 
plans to mail letters to every 
district attorney, county coun­ 
sel and city attorney reminding 
them 
of 
laws 
prohibiting 
"architectural 
barriers” 
in 
public buildings and private 
structures such as restaurants. 
Younger ordered his deputies 
“to see that all state laws for 
the handicapped be complied 
with 
and if his "friendly 
warning" to local officials is 
ignored, he said he would file 
lawsuits to assure compliance. 
“Generally, the laws have 
not been obeyed and are not 
being enforced, ” he told a news 
conference. 
At issue are several laws 
aimed at guaranteeing that the 
nearly 2 million physically 
handicapped Californians are 
entitled to “ full and equal 
access to all public accommo­ 
dations.” 


One enacted in 1968 basically 
declares that any structures

warning of huge budget deficits

“The NRC has the power to 
revoke, suspend or halt con­ 
struction of any and all power 
plants at their discretion,”

poses nuclear power plants, 
accused 
Pacific 
Gas 
and 
Electric, builders of the plants, 
of refusing to discuss discovery 
of an earthquake fault zone two 


miles offshore. 
A spokesman for the utility 
said PG&E made no secret that 
such faults could exist. 
“PG&E has always assumed 
the existence of earthquake 
faults offshore from Diablo 
Canyon, just as we have known 
that there are faults on shore,” 
the spokesman said. 
The utility has said that 
safety measures have been 
taken to prevent the faults 
from becoming the source of a 
nuclear accident. 
Two 
electricity-producing 
reactors are being constructed 
at the Diablo Canyon site. One 
is 92 per cent completed and 
the other is about half finished.

Neak Luong, 35 miles down­ 
river from Phnom Penh, was 
hit today with more than 100 
artillery and rocket rounds 
which wounded 10 persons, the 
sources said. The base has been 
under siege while government 
efforts to reopen the Mekong to 
shipping failed. 
“The situation is extremely 
grave, if not desperate,” a UPI 
photographer reported from 
Neak Luong, which has about 
50,000 residents and a garrison 
of 3,000 government troops 
The shelling was somewhat 
lighter than Wednesday when 
four American civilian aircraft 
delivering supplies there were 
fired on by gunners. American 
officials in Bangkok denied the 
planes had been hit. They said

inspection 
of

planes” at Utapao airbase in 
southern Thailand showed that 
no bullets had hit the U.S. 
aircraft. 
Phnom Penh was hit today 
with 11 rockets which killed 
five persons and wounded 13, 
most of them civilians. The 
airport has come under daily 
fire and a rocket narrowly 
missed an American supply 
plane Wednesday.

Cooking talents 


From the files of Cee (Mrs. Eugene) Frankhouser came the recipe for the 
English trifle served at the recent appreciation luncheon given at Miguelito 
School for Glen Wegner, retiring superintendent of schools. Cee has always 
tried to acquire recipes as she traveled with her husband during his Air Force 
service. On most holidays in England, and particularly at Christmas, trifles 
are a usual dessert. 


English Trifle 
1 pkg. sponge lady fingers 
1 (3 o z.) pkg. egg custard 
1 (15 o z.) can fruit salad (not cocktail salad i 
1 carton non-dairy dessert topping 
1 (3 o z.) pkg. Jello any flavor 
4 tbsp. cream sherry 
Line bowl with sponge fingers and sprinkle with sherry. Drain fruit and 
arrange on top of fingers. Prepare Jello as directed on box and pour over fruit 
Let jell Then prepare custard as directed on box and cool to lukewarm, 
stirring occasionally so film does not form on top. Spread evenly on top of 
Jello. Let cool and then top with dessert topping and garnish with cherries and 
colored sugars. 
Two other desserts are also favorites, the first an exceptionally good rice 
pudding, the second, a very light dessert and “simply delicious. " 


Rice Pudding 
V4 cup rice 
1 cup water 
2 cups milk 
2 eggs, separated 
3 tbsp sugar 
Vs tsp. salt 
1 tsp vanilla extract 
4 tbsp. sugar 
Put rice and water in top of double boiler for about half hour until rice swells 
and is dry. Add milk and keep over boiling water for another five minutes. 
Meanwhile beat egg yolks with salt and sugar. Pour some of the hot milk over 
beaten yolks, mix well, then add to rest of rqilk mixture Cook over direct 
medium heat until creamy. Add vanilla. Pour into greased baking dish and top 
with meringue made by beating egg whites with 4 tbsp. sugar until stiff Put in 
325 degree over for 20 minutes to brown meringue. Chill before serving 


Baked Strawberries 
‘ 2 stick oleo 


2 tbsp. orange juice 
1 Vz cups graham cracker crumbs 
2 boxes or cartons of strawberries 
2 tbsp Grand Marnier 
3-4 tbsp brown sugar 
Butter 2 quart baking dish Place berries in dish and sprinkle with orange 
juice and Grand Marnier. Sprinkle with crumbs and brown sugar Melt butter 
and dribble over crumbs. Bake at 350 degrees for 20 minutes. Serve warm with 
whipped cream Serves six.

Whip until the 
consistency of whipped cream. Stir in other ingredients with a fork until dough 
leaves side of bowl and forms a ball. Divide into two parts. Roll between two 
sheets of waxed paper to desired size. Peel off top paper, then lift into pie 
plate Peel off second layer of paper and fit to plate Bake at 375 degrees until 
light brown. 


For a basic pie filling: 


1 cup sugar 
2 tbsp flour 
2 beaten egg yolks 
2 cups milk 
1 tbsp. butter 
1 tsp vanilla 
Mix sugar and flour together, then add milk slowly; add eggs and the 
remaining ingredients. Cook over low heat until thick, stirring constantly. To 
make into chocolate pie filling, add two heaping tbsp. cocoa; bananas, coconut 
or raisins may be added for different flavors.

Assemblyman Paul Carpen­ 
ter, D-Cypress, said he changed 
his mind about the helmet after 
attending motorcycle rallies 
and being lobbied by members 
of the Hells Angels 
Instead of requiring helmets, 
Carpenter now is going to 
prepare legislation calling on

officials 
to 
toughen 
motorcycle drivers’ tests and 
offer safety programs to high 
school students. 
“They (helmets) save some 
lives and they also cost some 
lives-it’s a wash,” said Carpen­ 
ter. 
He said motorcyclists pre­ 
sented 
him 
with 
statistics 
which 
show 
the 
headgear 
increases the number of fatal 
neck injuries while decreasing 
mortal head injuries 
Legislation 
requiring 
helmets was first introduced in 
the legislature in 1967. That 
year members of the Hell’s 
Angels 
motorcycle 
gang 
gathered 
in Sacramento to 


successfully oppose it. 


Carpenter said when he first 
announced his bill he received 
many opposing letters, tele­ 
phone calls, and visits from 
motorcyclists, 
including 
a 
member of the Hell’s Angels 
who came into his district 
office to complain about the 
legislation 


"When he left the office I had 
appointed him to a committee 
to come up with recommenda­ 
tions,” said Carpenter. “He 
just shook his head and said, ’I

Arm y helicopters spray 
ions of blackbirds

FT CAMPBELL, Ky (UPI) 
— Army pilots in helicopters 
sprayed a detergent on millions 
of disease-carrying blackbirds 
late 
Wednesday. 
The birds 
were then doused with water 
and began falling out of trees 
and 
dying 
in 
subfreezing 
temperatures early today. 
The detergent washes away 
protective oils and the birds die 
of 
exposure 
Temperatures 
dipped into the lower 20s before 
dawn 
The swarms of blackbirds 
were a health hazard because 
they carry several diseases 
including 
histoplasmosis, 
a 
disabling illness which attacks 
the lungs and is similar to 
tuberculosis. There were so 
many 
birds that droppings 
accumulated in some areas to 
an inch thick. 
Environmentalists denounc­ 
ed the killings, saying they 
would upset the area’s ecology. 
The Army sprayed an eight- 
acre area late Wednesday. Last 
week, local officials in the 
Paducah, Ky., area sprayed 
birds, but only managed to kill 
about 200,000. 
The Army’s spraying pro­ 
gram was delayed until it won a 
court fight with environmen­ 
talists for the right to extermi­ 
nate the birds which selected 
this 
Army 
post 
on 
the 
Kentucky-Tennessee border for 
their winter home. 
Army men wearing disposa­ 
ble clothing and protected by 
face masks, rubber gloves and 


boots, were ordered into the 
area today to gather the dead 
birds. They will be buried in a 
landfill. 
Army officials 
said 
they 
hoped 4 to 5 million birds would 
die. 
After 
the 
chemical 
was 
sprayed, the Army sent in 
firetrucks that poured about 
14,000 gallons of water on each 
acre. The water was needed to 
wash off the birds’ protective 
oil coating. 


Water from the fire trucks 
coated

with 
several 
layers of ice and sent birds 
falling 
from 
trees 
by 
the 
hundreds of thousands.

The Bl, which the Air Force 
hopes may be the manned 
bomber of the 1980s and 1990s, 
carried out a rehearsal for 
refueling, ducking beneath an 
F ill to test maneuverability, 
and reached a top speed of 
mach 75, or about 525 miles an 
hour at 20,000 feet. 
Two of the plane s four 
engines were shut down and 
restarted in flight. Air Force 
Col. Ted Sturmthal took the 
controls as pilot for the first 
time, after serving as copilot 
on 
previous 
flights 
under 
Rockwell 
International 
test 
pilot Charles Bock. 


The plane’s movable wing 
was swept back 25 degrees for 
the high speed runs. 
In upcoming tests, the Bl will 
be flown through the sound 
barrier 
and 
carry 
out 
a 
refueling in flight. 


If the 300,000 pound prototype 
proves satisfactory, the Air 
Force wants to buy 244 of the 
bombers to succeed the aging 
B52. The cost of such a 
program 
has now reached 
almost $21 billion, however,

Rabbi refuses 


to testify 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
New York rabbi whose nursing 
homes are at the center of a 
Senate investigation refused to 
testify Wednesday, but Sen. 
Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, said he 
will push ahead with the 
inquiry. 
Bernard Bergman, the owner 
of nursing homes in New York 
and elsewhere, pleaded the 5th 
Amendment when called to 
testify before Moss’ Senate 
Special Committee on aging. 
He was subpoenaed to testify 
how he amassed $24 million in 
the industry the committee is 
investigating. 
Bergman said he was already 
the subject of federal and state 
criminal investigation and his 
testimony might tend to in­ 
criminate him. 
Moss, acting chairman of the 
Senate panel, accepted Berg­ 
man’s plea after first refusing 
his request to be excused on 
other constitutional grounds. 
Rejecting 
arguments 
by 
Bergman that he was being 
discriminated against by the 
committee, Moss said the facts 
about the nursing home indus­ 
try could be found only by 
studying individual cases 
‘‘This isn’t going to stop our 
efforts to find the facts about 
this situation in New York or 
elsewhere,” Moss said after 
Bergman refused to testify. 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
took note of Bergman’s reli­ 
gious background but wondered 
whether he had ‘‘parlayed” a 
$30,000 investment into more 
than $24 million “ by taking it 
out of the hides of the aged 
people 
who 
were 
in 
the 
homes.” 
Percy also said Bergman’s 
books 
were 
full 
of 
ir­ 
regularities, illegible entries 
and even “ secret markings” 
that apparently meant nothing 
to anyone except Bergman.

"We changed furniture three or four 
times, I gave my family money, Carolyn 
gave her family money and we had a 
$350-a-month house note,” Neumann 
added. 
Neumann said he tried to avoid going 
from rags to riches and then back to 
rags but found saving money difficult. 
“ I was young and then we kept getting 
$20,000 or $30,000 in the hole and had to 
get advances and borrow,” he said.

Multi-sport star heads for CIF 
Scruggs: into the wrestling spotlight

Eighteen Valley wrestlers will motor down to 
West Torrance Saturday to compete in the CIF 
sectionals One of the wrestlers will be Donnie 
Scruggs, Lompoc's 5-7, normally 140-pounder, 
who sucks in a few of those pounds to wrestle at 
the 127 spot 
Scruggs' chances of success in the CIF 
wrestling competition are excellent, according 
to Lompoc coach Jerry Hamstad and Cabrillo 
coach Dave Long. And a good performance at 
CIF would be a fitting end to Scruggs' athletic 
career at Lompoc 
Donnie’s contributions to 
Braves' 
sports 
include three years of varsity wrestling and one 
season as a tailback for the Braves football 
squad, which he helped lead to the Northern 
League co-championship (with Santa Maria) 
this year, and into the CIF playoffs, where 
Lompoc advanced to the semi-finals 
“ I'm too small for football,” laughs Donnie 
after a season in which he rushed for 383 yards, 
good for third best in the NL 
“ When I got hit, I crumbled,” he added 
Scruggs sustained a pulled ligament in his leg 
at the start of the playoffs and sat out most of 


the Braves' post season action 
“ But he was very instrumental in our league 
championship,” commented Jim Spruill, the 
now-retired Lompoc football coach “ He was 
coming off another leg injury that sidelined him 
most of the last year ( ’73 >, and since he’s not a 
big guy nor extremely swift, I didn’t think he’d 
have a great season He fooled m e!" 
Although Scruggs had a very successful grid 
season, his long suit is wrestling and he knows 
it. 
“ I’ve played football all my life,” reflects 
Scruggs, 
and it was my favorite sport, but then 
I really got into wrestling and now that is tops " 
Scruggs' wrestling career began as a sidelight 
to his basketball playing in junior high. 
“They had a little wrestling program there 
and I wrestled in it. won a tournament, and said, 
forget basketball ' ” 
Scruggs’ upward flight began then, but not 
without several temporary setbacks 
After a year of freshman wrestling, Scruggs 
played JV football as a sophomore before 
beginning his first year on the varsity wrestling 
team. 
“ I switched off with Tuffy Grossi at 127 and 


133,” recalls Scruggs. “ What weight he didn't 
go, I did And you could tell my inexperience I 
only had about two league wins! ” 
But Donnie improved so much that by the end 
of the season, he placed third in the league 
tourney at 133 and earned a ticket to the CIF 
sectionals 
He didn’t fare too well in the tougher 
competition, but it was only the first of three 
trips to CIF. 
Last year, as a junior, Donnie placed second 
in the league and third in the CIF sectionals and 
the Braves swept the Northern League title 
“I*ast year 1 had a real tough guy in my 
weight class all year long,” sighs Scruggs. “ His 
name was Benje (Williams). I guess that was a 
mistake I wish we would have been in different 
weight classes I might have been a league 
champ ” 
This year Donnie is a league champ, although 
the Braves finished second behind Cabrillo 
Scruggs dominated his weight class at 133 the 
entire year and then dropped down to 127 for the

Wager expert insists: 
Bookies in favor 
of legal gambling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A special 
federal gambling study group was told 
today that the average bookie trying to 
dodge the cop on the corner is red hot to 
operate legally in what was termed “ the 
biggest industry in the country.”

Old records 
sometimes die

NEW YORK — (NEA) — There «re records that have been 
recently plucked out of the record book and flung into the dump 
heap of figures. There are full-fledged records that have never 
merited inclusion in the sacrosanct world of legitimate statistics. 
There are records, crouched and cloistered in the oddest comers 
of the record book, that remain there only by the good graces of 
the patron saint of stats, whoever that may be. 
One old ' record” has basked its last days in the Great White 
Pages. It will have to take its type and go home That is the record 
for most stolen bases in ar inning, four, by Josh Devore of the 
New York Giants, on June 20,1912 This was a hearsay mark. 
Ernie Lanigan, curator of Baseball's Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown, insisted it was true. But Seymour Siwoff, curator of 
the Official Baseball Record Book (and record books for the 
National Basketball Association and the National Football 
League >, has never turned up any substantiating evidence. 
The record will revert to three, held by many. 
The drop kick field goal has seen its better days in more ways 
than one. apparently, those records were just gathering cobwebs 
in the NFL record book. So “Most dropped field goals, game, 4, 
Paddy Driscoll, 1925, and Elbert Bloodgood, 19»,“ and "longest 
field goals, 50 yards, Paddy Driscoll, twice, 1924 and 1925, and 
Wilbur Henry, 1922,” have been swept out. 
A record that does not appear in the NFL record book is, 
“Fastest touchdowns ever by one team.” According to Siwoff’s 
office, the Elias Sports Bureau, six seconds is the known record. 
On opening day in 1971, the Giants scored a TD in the second 
quarter. Chi the ensuing kickoff, Packers fumbled and Giants 
recovered for the second TD Second fastest known is nine 
seconds, the Raiders scoring twice against the Jets in the famous 
“Heidi” game on Nov. 17,1988 
However, Siwoff, along with assistants Jay Chesler, Rocky 
Avakian, Bob Rosen, Dick Gentile, Steve Hirdt, Nick Ebe, Peter 
Hirdt and Joel Bussert, believe that not enough stones have been 
unturned, and yellowing pages flipped, in pursuit of a shorter pair 
of TDs “We need more time for research before we can be fairly 
safe about inclusion into the record book,” said Siwoff. 
Another record not in the books, but on the precipice of falling 
into the glory abyss, is “Latest home run hit in a game. ” It looks 
like Jack Reed will finally have a niche all his own, since he hit a 
homer to win a game for the Yankees over Detroit in 1962 in the 
22nd inning Once, Reed’s only claim to fame was being “Mickey 
Mantel’s legs' , Reed would replace the gimpy-legged star, 
Mantel, in the late winnings. Exhaustive research has not turned 
up a later homer than Reed’s. 
Augie Leo’s mark is also in the soon-to-be-canonized stage Leo 
of, of course, the Lions, managed between the years 1940 and 1943 
to miss 17 straight field goals Siwoff's burrowing beavers have 
not found a better record for field goal misfeasance. 
They also do not feel so uncomfortable including it since the 
NFL’s one-time suggestion of “Think Positive” has abated 
somewhat in the record book area. 
A record that one might just gloss over in the book is Jim Hart’s 
mark In the NFL record book, there are 12 listings for longest 
B 
completion, ranging from 97 to 99 yards. All are TDs, except 
ia rt’s 96-yard fling to Bobby Moore, for the Cards vs. Rams, 
Dec 10,1972 Moore was run out of bounds at the one-yard line 
It might strike one strange that the basketball record for most 
fouls committed by one player in a game is eight in the NBA, 
strange because six fouls and you're out of the game. But Don 
Otten of Tri Cities had two over the limit against Sheboygan on 
Nov. 24,1949. The rule book states that if all but four players on a 
team foul out (and this is what happened to Tri-Cities that night), 
then the first player who fouled may return to round out a full five. 
Otten returned and fouled twice more.

LeBaron to Dick Belski, 1960, beating the old record of four 
inches, Cecil Isbell to Don Hutson, 1942. 


— Most games started one day, none complete, Wilbur Wood, 2. 
Highest pass-catching average, one or more passes caught in a 
season — by Bake Turner, 111 yards, on one pass! This is 
remarkable considering a football field including the end zone is 
110 yards. The secret is, Turner caught one pass for the 1962 Colts 
for 80 yards. But he also took a lateral for 24 yards. And a lateral 
goes into the pass-catching yardage column, but is not a pass 
caught. 
T— Most pinch-hit grand slams in a game, 1, held by many. There 
can only be one, since the second time a pinch-hitter bats he is in 
the regular lineup. (It is an equivalent record to most double plays 
in an inning.) 


— Fewest caught stealing, league, career, by men who have 
stolen one or more bases, 0, by Gus Triandos, a 10-year veteran 
who stole just one base in his ponderous career.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - I 
would like to be able to report 
that Columbo came slouching 
into our meeting in his comfy 
old trench coat and, as we 
parted, he turned and said,

be bothering him There were a 
few things, however Peter Falk 
wanted to get off his chest but 
you could hardly say he was 
bothered by them. 
Take the matter of his rain­ 
coat. 
There have been many wild 
and irresponsible stories 
printed about his raincoat by 
people who don’t know the in­ 
side story of Columbo’s cherish­ 
ed garment. It’s high time the 
record was set straight, once 
and for all. 
It’s his own coat you see 
every week No stand-in rain­ 
coat. No double. No Hollywood 
chicanery or special effects 
raincoats. That’s the genuine 
article. 
“ I still use my own raincoat 
out there,” Falk says. “ I wore 
it before the series started and I 
use it all the time. It’s getting a 
little threadbare in spots and I 
have to be very careful about 
it.” 
He does admit that there are 
a few doubles around the 
premises of his hit NBC show 
But they are only used in 
rehearsals and you have his 
word of honor as an actor and a

Hoover’s concept of Communism was 
quite out of date. It took no account of 
radical groups such as the Weathermen 
and the black militants. The Hoover 
view of the Communist peril went back 
to the early ’20s and ’30s and the threat 
of subversion by contact with the agents 
of Moscow. 


This was a view as naive as that of the 
cartoon anarchist ready to hurl an old- 
fashioned bomb. 


Hoover was busy consolidating his 
empire with secret reports on almost 
everyone in public life. “ Hoover Kept 
Files On Members Of Congress.” That 
recent headline advertised a fact at 
least 25 years old. Except for a few 
favorites always ready to do his bidding,

to appear at public hearings to 
offer their inputs as to how the

he had carefully compiled data on 
virtually everyone in the capital. 
His file on Lyndon Johnson was said to 
have been a foot thick. It went back to 
the former president’s earliest days in 
Washington as a congressional assistant 
and later as a member of the House The 
president missed no opportunity to fawn 
over Hoover, praising him as the 
guardian of the nation’s morals and the 
protector of our security. 
Bugging the room in the Willard Hotel 
that Martin Luther King occupied at the 
time of the great peaceful “ I have a 
dream’’ march, Hoover added the tapes 
of that bug to the voluminous King file. 
One of the few times when he dropped 
the mask of the despot was m a later 
confrontation with King, whom he 
denounced as a hypocrite and a fraud. 


There were many who saw the danger 
in Hoover’s despotic power, but more 
often then not they were afraid to speak 
out. The reach of blackmail was 
considerable given the extent of the 
F B I’s inquiry into every aspect of an 
individual’s private life 


That this had become a grave threat to 
democratic freedoms was undeniable 
But at the same time the preoccupation 
with dragnet surveillance and Hoover’s 
total domination of the FBI seem to 
have weakened the capacity of the 
agency to track down lawbreakers and 
particularly young terrorists ready to 
use any means to try to break the 
system. That the FBI has been seriously 
impaired recent events bear out. 


Of the nine bombings or attempted 
bombings of federal buildings, including 
the capitol and the State Department no 
single suspect has been apprehended. 
Patricia Hearst was kidnaped and went 
underground 
a 
year 
ago 
and 
is 
reportedly at large with two survivors of 
the Symbionese Liberation Army. Yet 
the FBI has found no trace of her.

Effo rts 
to 
achieve 
“ equal 
representation” 
which 
led 
to 
the 
Supreme Court “ one man, one vote” 
decision are continuing as legislators 
seek ways of “ encouraging” citizens to 
exercise their “ rights” or “ duties” in 
balloting. Proposals for permanent 
registration and mail registration are 
being renewed. 


The contention is that, because of light 
turnouts, candidates are being placed in 
office by as little as 25 per cent of those 
registered. In such situations the winner 
actually represents an even smaller part 
of the citizenry since the number 
registered is far below the total eligible. 
One can argue that those not interested 
enough in their government to vote don’t 
deserve representation but it remains 
that good government requires the full 
participation of its citizens. 


But, no matter what the Legislature 
may do to stimulate voters, the Supreme 
Court decision has made fair and 
effective 
representation 
virtually 
impossible. 
Many Californians are still bristling 
because the decision compelled the 
abandonment of its legislative plan, 
patterned after Congress, with the 
Senate districted by area and the 
Assembly 
apportioned 
to 
equal 
population. It protected the rights of 
those living outside of populations 
centers from the rule of a tyrannical 
majority. 
While the Court’s decision was hailed 
as “ great” at the time by some, the 
monumental error of semantics in 
confusing “ fair and effective” with 
“ equal” representation is now coming 
to light. Writing in the Hastings Law 
Journal for September, Billie A. Rosen 
takes aim at the decision and advances a 
plan 
for 
making 
elections 
truly 
representative. 
Rosen charges the “ one man, one 
vote” is an “ unrealistic cliche” and says 
it will never be more than “ a good 
slogan.” The preoccupation of the Court 
with 
numbers 
ignores 
“ the 
most 
important aspect, the quality of the 
voter’s representation.” As is pointed

is an advertising drive as imperative, in 
its way, as the repetitions admonitions 
broadcast in Peking from Chairman 
Mao 
The top 500 corporations in America 
have increased their share of all US 
manufacturing and mining assets from 
40 to 70 per cent in 15 years and they are 
virtually 
all 
global 
Interlocking 
directorates tie them with the top dozen 
or so banks nearly all of which are 
global too. These largest corporations 
are not merely richer than many 
countries but they often have their own 
foreign policies, like ITT in Chile which 
helped overthrow left-wing Allende with 
the aid of the CIA General Motors’ 
yearly operating revenue exceed those 
of all but a dozen nation-states; it had 
127 plants at home and 43 abroad And 
for the first time in history these 
superbly efficient organizations, whose 
simple 
and 
supple 
goal 
is 
the 
maximization of profits, are able to see 
the world as a whole, make plans on a 
global scale, and move from one country 
to another, one continent to another, 
slipping between the cracks of national 
jurisdiction. 
The global corporation 
might 
be 
added to three or four other concepts 
that challenge the old-fashioned pattern 
of life at the end of the century: Instant 
Communication, the Pill, discovery that 
the 
long-term 
supply 
of 
critical 
materials is finite, and that a quarter of 
the world’s population goes to bed 
hungry These assorted concepts come 
to a planet so restless that it presently 
spends $200 billion a year on armaments 
to “ protect” a world population most of 
which earn less than $100 a year 


out uie emphasis has been on the total 
number of residents and on census 
figures rather than on voting population 
This does not reflect the substantial 
variations in the districts of persons not 
qualified to vote because of age and 
other factors. 
“ It is only if the number of valid 
ballots in every district is identical that 
the 
right 
of 
a 
citizen 
to equal 
representation and to have his vote 
weighted equally with those of all other 
citizens is at all meaningful.” Even so, 
Rosen says, because the Court ruled that 
districts must be in strict accordance 
with numbers and no consideration to 
community of 
interest, 
“ fair and 
effective representation may still be an 
elusive ideal ” 
To illustrate, Rosen holds that a state 
split 60-40 between Democrats and 
Republicans can district “ so that each 
has exactly this partisan composition, 
precluding 
the 
election 
of 
any 
Republicans.” 
Another 
example 
advanced to support the view that equal 
numbers “ may create greater injustices 
than it discourages” is that of a county 
with fewer than 10 per cent rural 
inhabitants 
which 
creates 
a 
governmental body to deal exclusively 
with rural problems. Chances for the 
rural 
residents 
to 
obtain 
any 
representation on the board might be 
impossible 
Rosen also attacks the current method 
of electing officials where, in a field of 
more than two, the front runner wins 
even though he fails to gain 50 per cent 
of the vote. Pointing out that a voter 
often will pass over the candidate 
closest to his views in favor of one who 
appears to have the best chance of 
defeating the one he most strongly 
opposes. 
Rosen’s solution is a system whereby 
a voter would indicate several choices 
on the ballot in order of preference 
known as preferential 
proportional 
representation. 
Conceding 
it 
is 
mechanically too complicated for voters 
to understand, it is advanced as a one 
which “ guarantees fair and effective 
representation.” 


The latest and most powerful study of 
the multi-national, or global corporation 
is a book by Richard Barnet and Ronald 
Muller called “ Global Reach” (Simon A 
Schuster. $1195». It follows Richard 
Barber’s “ The American Corporation,” 
and Lester Brown's “ World Without 
Borders.” Although condensed in The 
New Yorker it is not easy going, nor 
suitable for reading aloud to your wife, 
unless she likes mouth-filling phrases 
like “ global oligopoly.” 
Nobody can see the international 
penetration 
of 
these 
corporations 
without awe Holiday Inns, and Pepsi­ 
Cola bottling plants, are in Moscow; 
Singer has a sewing machine plant in 
Poland selling products to Communist 
satellites. Anybody who watched the oil 
cartel operate recently must have 
wondered 
which 
side 
the 
huge 
petroleum corporations are In 1973 the 
Philippine subsidiary of Exxon refused 
to sell oil to the US Navy at Subic Bay 
because its overriding interest was to 
help enforce the worldwide Arab boycott 
of the US. The answer is, in most cases, 
the corporations are on the side of the 
largest profits 
To be specific about it here is Bulova 
which has transferred production to a 
new plant at Pago Pago in American 
Samoa 
Some 
60 
busy 
Samoans 
assemble 210,000 watch movements 
flown in from Switzerland for eventual 
shipment to the U S market. Of course 
it costs a bit to send those watches 21,000 
miles by airlift, but there is no duty on 
watches imported from a U S territory 
(Samoal so the tariff savings more 
than offset the flight 
Furthermore, 
Samoa offers a 10-year tax holiday for 
new plants Bulova's president brightly 
remarked, according to a quotation, 
“ We 
are 
able 
to 
meet 
foreign 
competition because we are the foreign 
competition.” 
The art of radio, tv and electronics 
was developed in the United States but 
you don't see many home-made radios 
any more here George Meany, and 
other labor leaders have only managed 
to organized about 23 per cent of 
American workers, and awoke too late 
to what global corporations were doing. 
Gillette, 
Woolworth, Pfizer, Mobil, 
IBM, Cocoa-Cola and the First National 
City Bank earn more than 50 per cent of 
their 
profits 
overseas. 
Fairchild 
Camera, 
Texas 
Instruments 
and 
Motorola are settled in Hong Kong. Why 
not? — there is a dollar-a-day, seven day 
working week there. Taiwan has a 
union-free labor pool shared by Timex, 
RCA, Admiral, Zenith and others. 
European 
global 
corporations 
are 
joining them in other cheap labor havens 
around 
the 
world. 
Singapore, 
to 
encourage foreign plants, guarantees 
freedom from union trouble for a given 
number of years in return for a given 
amount of foreign investment. 
But isn’t this process a good thing? 
The global corporation scans the planet 
for opportunities and shifts its resources 
from area to area in a new stage of 
world 
capitalism. 
Richard 
Barber 
thinks the transition from the old world 
economy, 
in 
which 
thousands 
of 
companies competed, “ to one in which 
300 giant industrial firms dominate the 
scene is of nearly immeasureable public 
consequences.” Lester Brown says the 
new corporation-states help spread 
know-how, jobs and capital but deplores 
lack of social responsibility. It is here 
that Barnet-Muller ferociously attack. 
The big international corporations are 
milking the poor nations, they charge, 
keeping 
them 
in 
colonial 
status, 
cooperating with the 
local power- 
structure to absorb companies and 
keeping prices low for coffee beans, say, 
while charging outrageous rates for U.S. 
toilet fixtures (the desire for which is 
made 
irresistible 
by 
hypnotic 
advertising). 
This reporter was stunned at the 
recent Rome Food Conference by the 
virulence of small countries over 
“ corporate 
imperialism,” 
whether 
“ Western” 
or 
“ American.” 
A 
provincial Washington reporter like 
TRB isn’t aware of some of the world’s 
deepest currents. If Americans would 
protest Kuwait buying Lockheed, say, 
imagine a small country having the bulk 
of its banks and business owned abroad! 
Often they sullenly swap a diminishing 
raw 
material 
for 
“ labor-saving 
machinery” when they have too much 
labor to begin with. 
There’s no answer in sight. For years 
Europe 
feared 
the 
“ American 
Challenge” and its already a fait 
accompli in Latin America. George Ball 
proposes international charters for 


global corporations 
Meanwhile, the 
struggle over the world’s riches has just 
begun. 
The 
process 
of 
internationalization and concentration 
puts the world economy more and more 
under control of a few hundred business 
enterprises. They don’t compete with 
each other according to the traditional 
rules of the free market, nor are their 
managers elected or subjected to 
popular scrutiny
